In just a few short days the ctass of ’57 will have en- 
tered the ranks of the alumnae. Four years of college are 
over. The records are almost closed, the graduation invi- 
tations mailed. Such a time as this quite naturally leads us 
to look back, to take stock, to evaluate what these four 
years have meant to us. 

We’ve changed, all of us, since we entered CST in the 
fall of ’53. Part of this change was brought about simply 
by the process of growing up, part is due to the education 
we have been exposed to. Who can make a clear distinc- 
tion where the one stops and the other begins? Vet I think 
each of us can truly say that “I am a different person 
than 1 would have been had I not gone to college.” 



College Was Different 

The first clear notion of what education means came 
during our freshman year, the very first day of class. 
Everything was so new, the courses, the teachers, the 
students and even the freedom to come and go as one 
chose, lint the biggest shock of all was the realization 
of how little we really knew, how many unknown, unex- 
plored paths we had never travelled. It was a different 
world: exciting, grown-up and slightly menacing. (“My 
heavens. They really expect you to study.”) 

Gradually, the glamour wore off and the work piled 
up. Themes and term papers, the Epitome of Western 
Civilization, and a little white logic book became common- 
place, everyday tortures. And then there were lots of 
little bottles, containing weird creatures with even weirder 
names waiting to be memorized in the Biology lab. And 
tests, always tests! 



Social Experiences Helped 

But needless to say, the last four years haven’t been 
all books and papers. Social life is a part of college too 
and St. Teresa’s was not lacking in this important func- 
tion. At least four times a year, the school buzzed with 
more excitement than even a pop quiz could cause. Dance 
time. Of course, there is a catch to dances at a girl’s 
school. You have to ask a boy. Even after four years, it 
presented a problem. Those among us who were engaged 
or otherwise attached could assume a certain blase, sophis- 
ticated detachment. The rest of us had to plan our attack 
and pray for the best. This too was a learning process. 

In our four years here at school, the class of ’57 has 
had many experiences in common. As a group we have 
planned together, hoped together, succeeded and failed as 
one. And it is good that we have had these opportunities 
for joint efforts. The College Day projects, the dances 
we have sponsored, the parties we’ve planned together 
have been worthwhile experiences, things we will not soon 
forget. But at the same time, they do not tell the whole 
story. College has meant something a little different to 
each of us. We have gone our own, individual ways in 
choice of a major, in the clubs we’ve joined, in the things 
we have become interested in. Here, it is impossible to 
generalize. Each of us would have to speak for himself. 



Success An Individual Thing 

For in the final analysis, education is a unique exper- 
ience. As individuals, we learned or did not learn to think 
correctly. As individuals, we achieved or did not achieve 
self-discipline. As individuals we arrived at a set of 
xmlues and a standard of taste. And it is only as an 
individual that we can judge the success or the failure of 
our college years. In a sense, we have all succeeded. The 
very fact that we are going to be awarded a degree is an 
indication of a certain amount of work well done, of effort 
well spent. Certainly we may be justifiably proud of our 
diploma. But success in college is more than just a piece of 
paper. It involves the development of a whole person, 
the making of a better, broader, more tolerant, more re- 
sponsive human being. And to the extent that we did not 
take advantage of the opportunities offered us, that we 
were indifferent or lazy, to that extent did we fail in 
achieving our goal. Then, now, and in the future it is up 
to us, the individual.

Reflections On Class Day 

This year, for the first time, the combined 
class day and honors convocation was held 
in the auditorium rather than in the assem- 
bly hall. And the choice of place was not 
the only new note sounded in this traditional 
event. An added dignity and decorum made 
this year’s class day a distinct improvement 
over those of previous years. The speeches 
as a whole were better prepared, the neces- 
sary giving of gifts and the often awkward 
moving up of classes were dispensed with. 
These factors, combined with the more spa- 
cious dimensions of the auditorium, added 
to the dignity of the occasion. 

The serious purpose of the short speech 
delivered by Marilyn Lynch, senior class 
president, is another indication that class day 
is coming of age. Marilyn, in enumerating 
the benefits the seniors had received from 
St. Teresa’s, said: “Besides giving the stu- 

dent a means of increasing his capacity for 
obtaining a better job after graduation, a 
good college education would give the student 
the maturity and development that does not 
come only from book learning. This matur- 
ity comes from personal contacts and ex- 
periences in learning to adapt oneself to dif- 
ferent situations and to different personal- 
ities. A college graduate should regard this 
as the most important benefit. In this way, 
the student after graduation is better quali- 
fied to take his place in the world and to live 
a fuller and more satisfying life.” 

In spite of the long stride forward made 
this year, there is still room for improvement 
in class day. The most obvious defect could 
be easily remedied if those on stage would 
project their voices more. The first part of 
the program, in particular, was barely audible 
to the majority of the audience. A little at- 
tention to this detail during rehearsal should 
correct it. 

It would add to the solemnity of the oc- 
casion if the awards were not passed out with 
quite so much dispatch. Certainly it would 
be of interest and benefit to the student body 
if the honors were more carefully explained. 
A recounting of the specific contributions of 
the individual being given an award is more 
valuable than easy generalities. At times, 
the certificates and other prizes were handed 
out as if they were no more than a pack of 
cards to be distributed as rapidly as possible- 

The part of the program devoted entirely 
to the seniors could profit by the ommission 
of much that is sentimental and insincere. 
The dedication of the class tree is a carry-over 
from the time when this ceremony was held 
outside. Then, of course, it was natural and 
fitting. However, on the stage, with no trees 
at all in sight, it becomes slightly ludicrous. 
The tributes to the seniors by the various 
classes are routine and uninspired, and could 
be discarded without loss. Perhaps a longer, 
more sincere and better prepared address 
by the president of the Junior Class could 
replace the forced comments from the youn- 
ger students. 

These comments are certainly not meant 
as a condemnation of this year’s Class Day, 
for certainly it was a credit to the school. 
They are only an attempt to make a good 
thing better.

Bishop Cody Speaks To Group 



Two hundred and sixty graduates 
of St. Teresa’s, from both the Col- 
lege and the Academy, attended the 
annual alumnae homecoming held 
on Sunday, April 28. Included 
among them were two of the earl- 
iest graduates of the college, Mrs. 
Anna Watters Higgins, a graduate 
of the class of 1902, and Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth Soden Hacket, class of 1887. 

Bishop John Cody celebrated 
Mass in the chapel of the Music 
and Arts building, and spoke at the 
breakfast which followed in the 
cafeteria in Donnelly Hall. The 
Bishop’s topic was the role of the 
Catholic woman in modern society, 
and he reminded the group of the 
Pope’s admonition to women to 
take their rightful place in human 
society. The Bishop said women 
can exercise the greatest influence 
in the world only if they participate 
in civic and public life. 

Traditions Important 

Noting that several graduates 
from more than 40 years ago were 
present, Bishop Cody told the alum- 
nae that a college is only as good 
as its traditions, and those are 
made by the graduates when they 
take their place in life. The fact 
that so many age levels were pres- 
ent, he said, was an assurance that 
the alumnae appreciated the Chris- 
tian training of women as conduct- 
ed by the Sisters of St. Joseph.

It is a 
tender and a Divine reminder that 
we must recognize our dependence 
upon Him. The law of parenthood 
applies to God by His own free 
choice. What endears us to God, 
what manifests His own glory and 
perfection, most magnificently, is 
precisely this dependence upon 
Him — this helplessness of ours. 
The day that we realize this — the 
day that we rid ourselves of the 
misconception that we can give 
something to God which is not al- 
ready His. — then we will begin to 
learn how to pray.

We speak in ways that manifest 
this misconception about God. We 
say, for example, to children, “let’s 
make a visit to Our Poor Lord in 
the Blesed Sacrament to keep Him 
from being lonely,” — The King of 
Kings, the glorified, Eucharistic 
Christ, surrounded by the courts 
of angelic choirs — and we are go- 
ing to keep Him from being lonely. 
IT ONLY SHOWS THAT WE DO 
NOT UNDERSTAND THAT IT IS 
HIS ROLE TO GIVE; it is we who 
are lonely — homesick for heaven, 
as we kneel before the Blessed Sac- 
rament in prayer. Or we resolve 
to spend fifteen or twenty min- 
utes a day in mental prayer. 
Things go along fine until we hit 
the inevitable snag. Suddenly 
(sometimes it is a slow process) we 
don’t feel like praying. The fif- 
teen minutes seem an endless tur- 
moil of blankness, fifteen minutes 
that could be better spent in use- 
ful things, so we give it up. IT 
ONLY SHOWS THAT WE DO 
NOT UNDERSTAND THAT UP 
IS HIS ROLE TO GIVE— to give 
His consolations when and as He 
wills; and to withdraw them at 
times so that in withdrawing them. 
He may draw the soul more deeply 
into the Infinite Mystery of Him- 
self. Unfortunately even some of 
our prayer books lead us to these 
false concepts about this relation- 
ship between God and His crea- 
tures, by over-emphasizing man’s 
part and unintentionally minimiz- 
ing God’s part in prayer. 
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
